Bonos being composed chiefly of phosphate 
or lime, when ground into powder, are ex­ 
ceedingly valuable, as they possess properties 
which enrich the soil for a number of years. 
They ars particularly valuable lf grazing or 
milk is the object. 
Youog stock take the 
phosphates from the soil to supply the growth 
Of bone iii their own bodies. 
Milk also is 
fergvly composed of tho elements of bone, 
therefore they should be bountifully used on 
pasturage, and on meadows where bay is 
fathered for milch cows or growing stock. 
Another recommendation for bone dust is its 
durability and lightness for carriage; one 
wagon load will manure Ave or six acres, 
while it requires fifteen or twenty loads of 
barnyard manure to an acre 
Almost every kind of vegetable matter 
buried in the soil while green is more or less 
efficacious as a manure, and when turned uu- 
der where they grow they will add much more 
fertility to the soil than their growth previ­ 
ously extracted from it, but when suffered to 
ripen on the ground, and then turned under, 
after the exhaustion of the juices, it will not 
repay the soil the nutriment it drew from It 
while growing. 
The ripening of the plant is 
the principal cause of the exhaustion of soils. 
Will.'u green crops are resorted to for a ma­ 
nure, such growths should be selected for the 
ferpose as are cheap in the article of seed, 
md ut the same time quick and bulky In 
heir yield. 
Buckwheat has lieen much used, 
bough perhaps some other plants would be 
referable.

Manure is to the farm what blood is to the 
human body. The first object or the farmer

When ani­ 
mals die it is usual to let them lie above 
ground, to the annoyance of the public; but 
if covered with earth, that, together with the 
flesh and bones, and the gases produced by 
the putrilication of the flesh and blood of the 
animal, would be converted into good mauure 
Bones being composed chiefly of phosphate 
or bine, when ground iulo powder, are ex­ 
ceedingly valuable, as they possess properties 
which enrich the soil for a number of year? 
They are particularly valuable If grazing or 
milk is the object. 
Young stock take^the 
phosphates from the soil to supply the growth 
of bone in their own bodies. 
Milk also is 
largely composed of the elements of bone, 
therefore they should be bountifully used on 
pasturage, and on meadows where hay is 
gathered far milch cows or growing stock. 
Another recommendation for bone dust is its 
durability and lightness for carriage; one 
wagon load will manure five 
while it requires fifteen or 
barnyard manure to an acre. 
Almost every kind of vegetable matter 
buried in the soil while green is more or less 
efficacious as a manure, and when turned un­ 
der where they grow they will add much more 
fertility to the soil than their growth previ-

uch is lost through neglect or carelessness, 
instead of doubling the quantity by adding 
Lck, sods, weeds from the roadside or fence 
eners, soap-suds, chamber and kitchen slops, 
A,.it i3 left to be washed away by the rains. 
Bnyards should be so constructed as to re­ 
ta ill the contests both solid and liquid. 
Itbould be in the form of a basin, with a 
bder around it for the comfort of the cattle, 
ODr them to feed upon, but we see many 
bayards sloping towards a brook, the road 
sit, or some quagmire, by which it is carried 
olto enrich some more shrewd or practical 
fater’s land who takes the advantage of the 
wa from the road-side or the running stream 
torigate his lands. 
l* careless farmer, instead of providio 
war for his stock in the barnyard, forces 
tha to go some distance through the cold 
anstorm to a brook, or a hole cut in a pond, 
tottisfy their thirst, and then go shivering 
to >me sunny spot (if they can find any) to 
geip a little animal heat, and the manure 
whb is so valuable to the farmer is thu3 
waed.

The long and unpleasant contest in Mansa- 
cbusetts orer the man who is to succeed Sum­ 
ner la ended at last, the two principal factions 
haring wearied of the fight and compromised 
on a third person. 
Washburn was selected as 
the moat available and least objectionable man 
for the present and goes to fill out the re­ 
mainder of Sumner’s unexpired term, so that 
bis appointment is a postponement of the 
struggle till next year. 
It looks as if Butler's 
power was weakening, 
however, which is 
some consolation. 


The Legislature is to adjourn on the 30ih 
Inst.; so it has voted, at least. 
Now, let us 
ask an easy question:

The long nod unpleasant contest in Massa­ 
chusetts over the man who is to succeed Sum­ 
ner is ended at last, the two principal factions 
having wearied of the fight and compromised 
on a third person. Washburn was selected as 
the most available and least objectionable man 
for the present and goes to fill out the re­ 
mainder of Sumner’s unexpired term, so that 
bis appointment is a postponement of the 
struggle till next year. It looks as if Butler’s 
power was weakening, however, which is 
some consolation. 
The Legislature is to adjourn on the 30ih 
Inst.; so it has voted, at least. Now, let us 
ask an easy question: What is the use of a 
consiitulional limitation to the time of a legis­ 
lative session ? Why not compel the body to 
sit until its work is done and well done; or if 
compel is too strong a word, allow it to ? In 
1846, when the preseut state constitution was 
adopted and the business to be done in Albany 
was less than half what it is now, one hundred 
days might have been enough, but now the 
provision looks to mischief. 


Coincidences may or may not indicate the 
presence of some remarkable, underlying 
principle, but they nearly always have the 
effect of a necessary collusion between seem­ 
ingly separated causes. For example, take 
the cases of the Ville du Havre and the 
Amerique, the two companion ships of the 
French line recently lost. The former was 
once called the Napoleon III. and the latter 
once bore the name of the Empress Eugenie. 
Both were afterwards lengthened and their 
names changed; subsequently both sank down 
to the mermaids’ caves within six mouths of 
each other. Were they attached to the fallen 
fortuues of the empire l>y soine invisible string 
of destiny?

Bret Harte’s new story entitled “ The Rose 
of Tuolumne” opens finely, and if a pre-judg­ 
ment is safe it is goiug to be his best thin 
He introduces a tragedy in the openiug chap­ 
ter,which is to be regreUed, because too much 
bloodshed is monotonous in a novel and what 
there is to be should come on near the end 
Mr. Harte will, we think, polish up his repu 
lation afresh by the preseut effort,besides giv­ 
ing us a pleasant recreation in reading his 
graphic portraitures of life and lore in the far 
west. He sketches female beauty witli a free 
pencil, and gives his heroine the most sponta­ 
neous afli ction we ever heard of.

First, we are in a poor 
condition financially, to be spending many 
millions abroad this season; what money is 
lying around loose is needed at home. 
Our 
traveling public in Europe are the staled prey 
of inn keepers and cormorants of all descrip 
tion3 on the other side of the water. Ameri 
cans are notoriously extravagant when away 
from home. We must, and can, save some 
thing of the amount recklessly wasted in for 
eign travel this year, and, as we remarked 
the causes meutioned will contribute to it 
Oue thing more ought to happen. The own 
ers and managers of all our home summer 
hotels and boaruiug places should threw off 
the jackal nature and take on that of reason 
able men. Let them give up thinking of sum 
mer tourists and boarders as their natural 
victims to be fleeced and robbed, and charge 
fair prices for plain and wholesome fare. In 
this way every farmer within a hundred miles 
of New York may have a city family in his 
house for the warm months, aud the big cara 
vanseries at Saratoga and Newport will 
only the swells. The ill wind that sunk the 
Amerique may thus blow good to Ihe nation 
to whose ports the ship will never come 
again.

while the purification of the blood is the only 
radical remedy. Bui the heroes of the knife 
put their confidence in cold steel, and Dr 
Slasher, the anatomist, is their model of a so­ 
cial regenerator. If the statement be not 
taken as a solecism, we are either wicked 
overmuch or righteous overmuch; good poo 
pie disinherit themselves from the earth lie 
cause they think that all matter is diabolical 
worldly people go to the devil by express be 
cause they refuse to believe in anything they 
cannot see. We don’t advocate moral butter 
milk, but there is surely a better medium 
somewhere for us than the region most of us 
are living in now. Let each of us be allowed 
the keeping of 1Ú3 own conscience and the in 
dulgence of his own privato.tastes when they 
do not manifestly conflict with the social order 
and happiness. John Wesley ordered wisely 
when lie declined to place in the book of law 
for his denomination special precepts concern 
ing all sorts of possible misdeeds: such as 
dancing, the use of tobacco, sitting up of 
nights to make love, and so on; but left the 
whole thing to a controlling principle which 
lie pointed out, although he did not originate 
it. We run to excess: excess in religion or 
excess in its opposite; like a carnet, we eith 
er freeze in the star-deptlis or burn in the 
sun's focu3. Let us have common sense and 
use moderation, for “ the earth is the Lord’ 
and the fullness thereof.” Here endetli the 
present sermon.

L ittle Rock, April 17.—This morning both 
the private secretaries of Brooks and Baxter 
applied at the post-office for mail matter ad­ 
dressed to the Governor of Arkansas. The 
postmaster declined to deliver it to either 
party and telegraphed to Washington for in­ 
structions. 
Baxter lias issued a long proclamation re­ 
hearsing what lias been done by his opponent, 
concluding as follows:

I ask for them the support which they owe to 
the chief magistrate.

ACTION AT WASHINGTON. 
W ashington, April 17.—The Cabinet was 
longer in session to-day than it lias been for 
several months past. All the members were 
present. It was stated that reports had reach­ 
ed here that Gov. Baxter of Arkansas had 
seized the telegraph line to prevent the Brooks 
party from using it aud accordingly instruc­ 
tions had been issued by the War Dopartmeut 
to an officer at Duvall’s Blufi' to proceed to 
Little Rock and investigate the matter and to 
see that telegrams to or from the general gov­ 
ernment shall not be intercepted. 
Postmaster General Creswell, in response to 
a telegram of the postmaster at Little Rock, 
received to-day, instructed him as follows: 

Baxter or to Bax­ 
ter, Governor of Arkansas, should be deliver­ 
ed to Baxter. Letters addressed to Gov. 
Brooks, or to Brooks, Governor of Arkansas, 
should be delivered to Brooks. You will re­ 
tain all communications addressed to the Gov­ 
ernor of Arkansas until further orders. 
MILITARY MOVEMENTS. 
L ittle IIock, April 17.—Governor Baxter 
appointed General Tom P. Dockery military 
Governor of the city and county. lie imme­ 
diately issued a general order for Hie enroll­ 
ment of all male citizens between the agos of 
18 and 45 for duty as militia. The citizens 
have since been rapidly enrolling. 
An addrets was issued to-day heartily en­ 
dorsing Governor Baxter, signed by all the 
leading citlzeus of Little Rock, who pledge 
themselves to sustain Baxtor at all hazards. 
United States troopsjoccupied a position at 
the United States court room lasL night in the 
centre of the city to preserve the peace, and 
wifi occupy a similar position to-night. Bax­ 
ter’s forces have taken possession of the differ­ 
ent gun stores and the arms and ammunition 
in them. 
L it t le R ock, April 17.—Baxter lias com­ 
missioned two Major-Generals of militia and 
Brooks lias authorized several parties to raise 
regiments iu his behalf. By mutual agree­ 
ment between Col. Rose, commanding the 
United Slates troops, neither party will at­ 
tempt to extend its lines to-night. The city 
at 8 o’clock presents the appearance of a mili­ 
tary camp. Gov. Baxter’s pickets are out in 
all the principal streets and no one is allowed 
to pass without permission. He still liolda 
the telegraph office. The Slate Hoa3C is sur­ 
rounded with a heavy chain of sentinels by 
Brooks. A company of United States troops 
occupy a position at the United States court 
room, on the corner of Main and Fourth 
streets, and another at the corner of Centre 
and Third streets, with instructions to inter­ 
fere witli no one but to prevent bloodshed.

New York. Tbe committee have taken con­ 
siderable testimony upon the cost of trans­ 
porting grain over such a road. The evi­ 
dence shows that it can be moved for fifteen 
ceuts per bushel from Chicago to New York 
and at corresponding rates from other points 
in the Mississippi Valley. 
POOR LOUISIANA. 
Gov. Kellogg of Louisiana,telegraphed Pres­ 
ident Grant asking the general government 
to assist the people of t ie overflowed parishes, 
who, lie says, are in danger of starvation.

Senate last winter by a portion of the Com­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, deploring 
federal interference in Louisiana affairs, and 
also from the message of Gov. Warmotb in 
1872, detailing thfe unwarrantable aud unlaw­ 
ful part taken in state politics by federal 
officials.

Carolina, but the Constitution and laws did 
not authorize the maintenance of an army to 
put its friends iu power. The whole case 
should have beeu left to state tribunals. 
Conspirators in Louisiana had borrowed 
an army and 
stolen a state. 
By 
Judge Dureh’s order and military pro­ 
tection the conspirators got possession of the 
State House and drove in their political cattle. 
He quoted at great length from telegrams 
which were sent to the authorities at Wash­ 
ington by Case}’, Pinchback and others, and 
said if the President would call away the 
federal troops the legally elected Governor of 
Louisiana would soon show him that the pres­ 
ent Legislature was not a lawful one and then? 
would be no conflict either, as the members of 
that Legislature would follow the federal army 
away from the stale. He protested against 
seating any. man as a member of the Senate 
wtio came here with the credentials of Kellogg; 
at the same time he protested against the 
passage of Senator Carpenter's bill, a3 it 
would strike down the legally elected Gover­ 
nor (McEnery). His remedy was to remove 
the foot of the federal judge'from the down­ 
trodden state of Louisiana and the govern­ 
ment now held in abeyance by federal troops 
would resume its legitimate functions. 
At 3:45 p . m. the Senate proceeded to exc 
cutive business aud after a short time ad 
journed till Monday. 
HOUSE. 
After some discussion as to the order of 
business, in which the Speaker remarked tlmt 
there was more private business at this session 
than for fifteen years, the morning hour was 
devoted to private bills. A bill was passed 
authorizing the Washington City & Point 
Lookout Railroad to bridge the 1 otomac Riv­ 
er ubove navigation, amended to require the 
removal of the company’s tracks lroin the 
grounds of the government insane asylum. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the legislative, judicial and execu­ 
tive appropriatioh bill, the question being on 
the amendment ottered by Butler of Massa­ 
chusetts, that after March, 1875, the publica­ 
tion of laws in the newspapers shall not cease, 
inserting the word “not” before the word 
“cease.” 
The CHAIR ruled the amendment out. 
Mr. BUTLER appealed, but the committee 
sustained the ruling. 
The item appropriating $50,000 for postage 
stamps for the State Department reopened 
the subject of franking. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts proposed to 
appropriate only $1,000 for purchasing postage 
stamps at the cost of manufacture, and Mr. 
WARD of Illinois proposed to have o fflcial 
documents sent through mails free. 
Mr. WILLARD of Vermont, offered an 
amendment to make the item read “ For 
furnishing official postage stamps to an 
amount not exceeding $50,000, one thou­ 
sand dollars.” 
Mr. GARFIELD appealed to the committee 
either to restore the franking privilege open­ 
ly and squarely or else take exactly the oppo­ 
site course anil let the Post Office Department 
sell its stamps to all comers at their face 
value. 
After considerable discussion, Willard’s 
amendment was adopted. 
A long discussion occurred in reference 
to the clerical force of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, Garfield making an elaborate expla­ 
nation of the bill in that respect, and Beck 
of Kentucky arraigning the administration 
for extravagance in the conduct of public 
business. 
Mr. WARD of Illinois suggested an amend­ 
ment providing that no more pay should he 
given tómale employees than to the female 
employees for like service, while Niblack sug­ 
gested that female employees should be class­ 
ified as other clerks are. 
All that was accomplished after long dis­ 
cussion was a reduction of the salary of the 
chief clerk and seven other principal clerks of 
the Treasury Department from $3,000 to $2,- 
¿00. 
The coinmitteo then, after getting through 
one page of the bill, rose and the House at 5 
o’clock adjourned.

W ashington, April 17. 
Mr. SCOTT called up the bill to provide for 
the purchase of bonds of the Louisville & Port­ 
land Canal Company. 
Mr. CONKLING said he did not accept the 
suggestion that this was a local question. It 
fell to the lot of the state of New York to pay 
ono-sixth of the tax gathered in tho Union, 
as she had within her borders one-eleventh of 
the population of the country, and he need 
not apologize forjraising his voice against buy­ 
ing a canal and probably a lawsuit or an 
assortment of them. 
Pending discussion tiie morning hour ex­ 
pired and the Senate resumed consideration 
of the Louisiana bill and Tipton concluded his 
speech begun yesterday. He said he appre­ 
hended the minds of Senators were all made 
up on tho Louisiana question and should a 
vote be taken to-morrow Senators would vole 
as they now thought and would not be in­ 
fluenced by anything he might say. Never­ 
theless he had his views and felt it to be incum­ 
bent on him to give expression to them. 
It was a serious question for Congress to con­ 
sider whether, in having anion it had not lost 
states. People were looking to the foderal 
government as the only power. But a short 
time ago the people of Texas were calling up­ 
on the United States for protection, ana the 
state of Arkansas was ’doing the same thing 
to-day.

with defendant; In 1869 went to a ball

to the ball 
with Cassidy's folks; went lo the baft about 
9 o'clock and returned in the morning.

A W a rn in g to Boy*. 
The Newburgh Journal of Thursday evening 
gives the following account of a sad accident 
which happened in that city on that day, and 
the affair should be a lesson to youths In this 
city who carry loaded pistols on their persona 
for the purpose of shooting at a mark and at 
cats, dogs and other domestic animals: 
At about a quarter to throe o’clock this af­ 
ternoon, Edward Brinig, a boy about sixteen 
years of age, shot and fatally wounded Mattin 
Hassett, fourteen years of age, son of Mr. 
Jeremiah Hassett, a laborer in the employ of 
James Bigler A Co., and living at No. 87 Lib­ 
erty street. 
It seems these two, with some 
fifteen or twenty others attending the Wash­ 
ington street school, hnving been dismissed 
for the day, went over to a spot near the cor­ 
ner of William and Renwick streets, and there 
took part In a gamo of ball. While disengaged 
during the progress of the game, young Bri­ 
nig took out a small silver-mounted, breech­ 
loading pistol, which he has been carrying for 
some time, and while handling the murderous 
weapon, it from some unexplained cause was 
discharged, the ball whizzing through the 
crowd of boys, and entering young Hassett’s 
brain, through the back of the head, narrowly 
ndssing some of the others in its fatal path­ 
way. Tho wounded lad was conveyed to his 
home, and I)rs. Malone and Ely called, but as 
we go to press we learn is in a dying condition. 
Brinig was taken into custody by officers Lo­ 
zier and Carroll. 
From what we learn, it 
would seem the shooting was entirely acciden­ 
tal, but gives another forcible illustration of 
the danger in allowing boys the cars of dan­ 
gerous weapons. 
Young Hassett was a fav­ 
orite among bis playmates, and one of the 
best boys in school.

lows one of them us related to us by a de­ 
scendant of tile principal actor. 
Many years 
ago, when Dr. Eltinge was the doctor par ex­ 
cellence in the county, and resided on the old 
place where his son-in-law, Captain Absalom 
Anderson, now lives, there came to the house 
one excessively hot day in summer a man 
who desired the doctor to come as soon as 
possible to a farm bouse, lying somewhere 
below Elmore’s Corner, where a person was 
very, very sick. 
Fortunately Hie doctor wag 
at home and immediately ordered his horse, 
saying to the messenger he would be at Hie 
patient’s residence as soou as he, the messen­ 
ger, was. 
In those days the doctor usually 
made his calls on horseback, and being a fine 
horseman lie always rode good stock, aud lie 
and Ids horses were known in all the coon try 
’round. 
At the time of which we are writing 
John S. Griffiths, peace be to bi3 ashes, was 
the landlord of the hotel at E he ore’s Corner, 
tyrd the hotel was a noted rendezvous for Hie 
residents of the vicinity. On this sultry sum­ 
mer’s day when the doctor had been called to 
the bedside of a patient sick unto dealh, and 
was riding as did Sheridan from Washington 
down to Winchester, there was assembled on 
the pordb of the hotel a goodly na in ber of 
people who had been spending the time in 
social converse, and occasionally moistening 
their clay with the milk punch for which the 
hostelry was famous, when there beal upon 
the quiet air tho clamer of the hoofs of a rap­ 
idly approaching horse. 
All the eyes were 
turned in the direction from whence came Hie 
sound, and presently upon tho brow of the 
hill leading down into tho village appeared 
the erect form of the doctor bestride bis 
steed, which was covering ground at a rate 
that left no doubt about tho doctor’s hurry. 
“ Why, ifs Doctor Dick,” exclaimed they on 
the the porch, “and some one is very sick or 
he wouldn’t be riding in that way on such a 
day as this I” Just then one of the group on 
the porch hurriedly.arose.from his.seat and ex­ 
claiming, “the very man I want to see,” 
walked out into the road to intercept Hic doc­ 
tor.

A W arning to Boys. 
The Newburgh Journal of Thursday evening 
gives the following account of a sad accident 
which happened in that city on that day, and 
the aflair should be a lesson to youtlis in tbis 
city who carry loaded pistols on their persons 
for the purpose of shooting at a mark and at 
cats, dogs and other domestic anim als: 
At about a quarter to three o’clock this af­ 
ternoon, Edward Brinig, a boy about sixteen 
years of age, shot and fatally wounded Mattin 
Hassett, fourteen years of age, son of Mr. 
Jeremiah Hassett, a laborer in the employ of 
James Bigler A Co., and living at No. 87 Lib­ 
erty street. 
It seems these two, with some 
fifteen or twenty others attending the W ash­ 
ington street school, having been dismissed 
for the day, went over to a spot near the cor­ 
ner of William and Renwick streets, and there 
took part in a gam e of ball. While disengaged 
during the progress of the game, young Bri­ 
nig took out a small silver-mounted, breech- 
loading pistol, which he has been carrying for 
some time, aud while handling the murderous 
weapon, it from some unexplained cause was 
discharged, 
the ball whizzing through the 
crowd of boys, and entering young H assett’s 
brain, through the back of the head, narrowly 
m issing some of the others in its fatal path­ 
way. 
Tho wounded lad was conveyed to his 
home, and Drs. Malone and Ely called, but as 
we go to pre»3 we learn is in a dying condition. 
Brinig was taken into custody by officers Lo­ 
zier and Carroll. 
From wbat wo learn, it 
would seem the shooting was entirely acciden­ 
tal, but gives another forcible illustration of 
the danger in allowing boys the care of dan­ 
gerous weapons. 
Young Hassett was a fav­ 
orite among his playmates, and one of the 
best boys in school. 


H ow It is Divided. 
The public money apportioned by the State 
Superintendent to each county is divided by 
the following method: In the first place each 
district, 
whether large or small, 
receives 
$48 48. 
The library money, which is but a 
small amount, is then apportioned according 
to the whole number of children in each dis­ 
trict. 
The balance of the school m oneys to 
which the county is entitled is then divided 
into two equal portions, ene of which is divi­ 
ded among the diflerent districts according to 
the whole number of children between the 
ages of five and twenty-one years in the dis­ 
trict; the other half according to the average 
attendance in school.— New Paltz Independ­ 
ent.

To us few thing* are ¿note Interesting than 
to hear related the experience of the Grey­ 
beards of to-day, who, in the early days of the 
city, were young men, and wbojhave helped 
to give it what reputation it enjoys.

course, many funny things are interspersed 
among the hard and solid facts, and here fol­ 
lows one of them as related to us by a de­ 
scendant of the principal actor. 
Many years 
ago, when Dr. Eltinge was the doctor p a r ex­ 
cellence in the county, and resided on the old 
place where his son-in-law, Captain Absalom 
Anderson, now lives, there came to the house 
one excessively hot day in summer a man 
who desired the doctor to come as soon as 
possible to a farm house, lying somewhere 
below Elmore’s Corner, where a person was 
very, very sick.

at home and immediately ordered his horse, 
saying to the messenger he would be at the 
patient’s residence as soon as he, the m essen­ 
ger, was. 
In those days the doctor usually 
made his calls on horseback, and betpg a fine 
horseman he always rode good stock, and he 
and his horses were known in all the country 
round.

John S. Griffiths, peace be to his ashes, was 
the landlord of the hotel at Elmore’s Corner, 
syid the hotel was a noted rendezvous for the 
residents of the vicinity. 
On this sultry sum­ 
mer’s day when the doctor had been called to 
the bedside of a patient sick unto death, and 
was riding as did Sheridan from W ashington 
down to Winchester, there wa3 assembled on 
the porch of the hotel a goodly number of 
people who had been spendiug the time iu 
social converse, and occasionally moistening 
their clay with the milk punch for which the 
hostelry was famous, when there beat upon 
the quiet air tho tlal(er of the hoofs of a rap­ 
idly approaching horse. 
All the eyes were 
turned in the direction from whence came the 
sound, and presently upon the brow of the 
hill leading down into tho village appeared 
the erect form of the doctor bestride bis 
steed, which was covering ground at a rate 
that left no doubt about the doctor’s hurry. 
Why, it’s Doctor Dick,” exclaimed they on 
the the porch, “and some one is very sick or 
he wouldn’t be riding iu that way on such a 
day as th is!” 
Just then one of the group on 
the porch hurriedly .arose.from hia.seat and ex­ 
claiming, “ the very man I want to see,” 
walked out into the road to intercept the doc­ 
tor. 
On came “the horse and m ar,” and as 
they neared the man in the road he yelled 
out, “ Hold up, doctor; hold up; I waut to see 
you.” 
Accordingly the doctor reined in his 
horse, while the group on the porch gazed on 
the scene with absorbed interest. 
“ What is 
it ?” said the doctor when his horse had come 
to a standstill suddenly enough to send many 
a rider over its head into the road. 
“ Wall, 
doctor,” holding up his hands and showing his 
arms to the elbows, “you see I’m all broke out 
with the itch, and I want ter know what ter 
do for’t !”
